SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 


This publication has explicit depictions of sexual activity. Throughout the publication 
there are close focus depictions of males ejaculating onto women's bodies, anal and 
vaginal intercourse, including double penetration, and women with splayed labia. 
Depictions of this sort degrade and dehumanise the women treating them as body 
parts and objects for the sexual gratification of others. Text accompanying the 
photographic series supports this notion despite, apparently, being written from the 
women's perspective. The cumulative effect of the depictions and descriptions has a 
significant impact on the viewer. The criteria under s3 of the Films, Videos, and 
Publications Act 1993 has been balanced against the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 
1990 (NZBR Act). The classification given to the publication is considered to be a 
reasonable and justified limit on the right to freedom of expression, as outlined in 
section 5 of the NZBR Act.
